Soviet professors are employed by North Aorean universities, particularly 
tae Kim tl~sung University and the Hionsan Agricultural University, where four 
Seviets are teaching, The salaries of the Soviet professors, which are paid 
oy the Korean government, are basis diy the same as Koxyean professors’ ,but 
special allowances, received for seriing in a foreign country, increase the 
Soviets! nay to 5, 500 won, 3,000 won more than the Koreans receive. 


Soviet technicians working in North Korean industries ere used pesnly: to 
train korean technicians, As with all other advisers, their salaries are 
draim from government funds.
